President Hungerford of the Canadian National Rail¬ 
ways recommends to the board of trustees that rolling 
stock, now obsolete, should be scrapped. This obsolete 
material has a book value hf $27,500,000. Included are 
engines, freight and passengeXcars, work equipment, etc. 
and by the nature of their type they are quite outmoded. 
There will be no more demand for this material, and Mr 
Hungerford advises that it would be greater economy to 
purchase modern units than attempt the costly remod¬ 
elling that would be necessary. ' ■ f 

Those who have seen the operation of Diesel engines, 
and other new and economical developments in engineer¬ 
ing, realize the heavy cost of clinging to antiquated equip 
ment. The overhead of operation on branch lines partic¬ 
ularly, and on duplicated lines, is beyond reason. Mr. 
Hungerford recommends that certain lines duplicated by 
C..R. and C.P.R. should also be abandoned. 

The railway burden still remains the big load on the 
shoulders of Canadian people, and the only way to ease 
the load appears to be by way of re-valuation, installation 
of labor saving equipment, and cancellation of all dupli¬ 
cating service. This will meet with strong opposition
